He wonderd a little that day about 
these “strange” Americans, but quick- 
ly remembered the advice given him 
by the man who sent him to the Uhit- 
ed States, Willis Rockwell: “Don’t be 
too surprised at anything Americans 
do!” 


And Oscar Serafini, a Stout State 
College foreign exchange student 
from Paraguay, has good reason to 
think Americans do strange things, 
for life in his native land is far dif- 
ferent from that in the United States. 
He lives with, his family in a small, 
rural Paraguayan town. With his fa- 
ther, he maintains a small auto repair 
shop in their home, a set-up which the 
average American mechanic would re- 


.|gard as no problem whatever. 


* But an auto mechanic in Paraguay 
has to be a very unusual person—he 
must know’ the mechanical anatomy of 
cars manufactured in four different 
countries. Paraguayans usually drive 
ears of either Italian, German, Eng- 
lish, or American manuufacture. So 
when a motorist has car trouble, he 


consults Oscar Serafini, who has to. 


qualify_as a doctor of motors in four 
languages. But for some time, Oscar 
has been anxious to broaden his 
knowledge through an actual “intern- 
ship’ working in: an -American ‘auto 
shop. 


Mr. Serafini gained his original in- 
ternational mechanical flavor at. the 
Vocational School. in Asuncion, ¢capi- 


tal of Paraguay, It was there he met |+¢ 


Willis Rockwell, director of the school 
and a Stout State College~ graduate, 
who urged him to come to the United 
States ‘to continue his studies. As yet, 
Serafini speaks very little English, 
but that slight obstacle hasn’t stood 
in his way. “You know,” Serafini 
says, “I guess I’m what Americans 
call a ‘natural born mechanic’. ” 


Although Oscar is amazed at Amer- 
ican tastes in food, Menomonie resi- 
jdents are-equally—awed—by thé_fabu- 
lous Paraguayan 1 meals: he describes. 
Each meal consists of at least four 
courses, all very elaborately prepared. 
Because food is fairly inexpensive in 
Paraguay, one could buy enough or- 
anges, for example, to furnish ‘a 
week’s supply of orange juice for 
only ten cents. At certain times of the 
year, Paraguayans are able to buy

The face seen around the world is 
that of Jean Leon Destine. ‘Phe Re- 
used the striking figure-of—Destine in 
used the strikink figure of Destine in 
a dramatic pose from his “Revolt of 
the Slaves” dance, as the motif for 
their giant posters and colorful broch- 
ures. He wil appear here at the first 
lyceum which will be held Wednesday, 
October 12. 


Destine, who is handsome and ath- 
letic has probably done more than any 
individual in exploring -and exploiting 
the native folkways of-his people. Up- 
per. class, conventionally-educated and 
city-dweling, Destine was "drawn in- 
land to the rural and superstition- 
fraught areas of his-country as a sym- 


pathetic explorer - and interpreter, of 
his people. ; 4 : 
Unaccepted at first by the-peasants, 
he eventually won their trust and was 
initiated into their Voodoo cult and 
thus was entrusted with the secret 
philosophy of this primitive faith: 
Tutored by a Voodoo priest, Destine 
absorbed the pulsating music and dan- 
ce of the ritual. On his return to Port- 
au-Prince he again found himse:f un- 
acceptable; this time to his own class. 
Through persistence and.the dy- 
namism of his performances, he raised 
the forbidden and despised. music and 
dance of Haiti to respect.

For members of the faculty, frequent salary raise have been: stilted dur- 
ing the past ten years, and one of the first college salary schedules in the State 
of Wisconsin put into operation. President Fryklund was recently successful 
in-obtaining permission to increase faculty in number from 60 to 66. Every at: 
tempt is being made, available funds permitting, to employ the instructional 
staff to meet our increased enrollment. 


In president Fryklund’s decade at Stout, faculty inet have been en-~ 


couraged to undertake further graduate study, research, and authorship. The 
results are vividly evident in the increase of doctorates from seven per: cent 
of faculty members ten years ago to the present 34 per cent, still maintaining 
the high requirement of practical experience on the part of faculty members. 
The number of widely-used textbooks and well-accepted professional articles, 
all bearing the imprint of Stout authorship, attests to the success of research 
and authorship. a 

Students of Stout state college have benefitted, too, from a greatly-expanded, 


- coordinated system of Student Personnel Services. Well-maintained,. low-cost 


housing for married veterans and non-veterans has made possible a college 
educatino for couples who could never have survived the high cost of living 
in “university towns.’ In the years since World War II, Stout can claim one 
of the highest spudent family-to-apartment ratios of any educational institut- 
ion in the nation. _ 

The curricula of Stout state college have undergone thorough study and 
revision in the past ten years. Since 1946, students in regular session can par- 
ticipate fully in the Graduate Studies program, an opportunity formerly re- 
served for summer enrollees. This year our long-awaited major in industrial 
technology has been begun. The assessing and revising of Stout's technical, 
academic, and professional education offerings is an unceasing process.

Then Lt flew to the main entrance in 

Harvey Hall and perched myself on 
one of the pillars and studied the “In- 
dustry, Skill, and Honor” mural. The 
following is the artist’s own explan- 
ation. “Young men and women come 
from all parts of the country to gain 
knowledge of the industrial and do- 
mestic arts, and to their choice of vor- 
ation strive for skill and honors which 
are held forth by the central figure. 
About her are arranged the products 
of industry. and science, Below the 
mural is the inscription, ‘For the pro- 
motion of industry, skill, and honor’.” 
Yes, this explanation was kept all of 
these years. : 
After carefully inspecting and ap- 
preciating each figure in this mural, 
I flew down to the library. There I 
viewed the painting, Perrault’s Trad- 
ing Post, which is hanging on the east 
wall in the reading rogm. The artist’s 
explans ition of this scene is, “In the 
spring of 1785 Jean Baptiste Parrault, 
a French Canadian trader, was made 
a member-of-the-British General Co. 
of Lake Superior and the south. He 
Was sent up the Red Cedar River to 
trade with the Indians. At the mouth 
of Wilson Creek, he built a post and 
remained there until the spring of 
1788. - 

The scene shows two company men 
guarding against any posible trickery 
from the newly arrived Indians, who 
evidentally are bringing in their sea- 
sons’ catch of fur. To the left can be 
seen the tepees of some visiting In-

Now for the outcome of my snoop- 
ing about the artist.

The artist was small, easy-going, 
and everyone’s friend, but most of 
all, he was a “true” artist.

After seeing the painters busy at 
work in several of the third floor Har- 
vey Hall offices and other painters 
working on the white trimming of the 
gymnasium, suddenly I was curious 
about the progress and/or the details 
of the new, dorm. 

So I flew over to “the banks of Lake 
Menomin” . where my telescope eyes 
met a scene of many wheelbarrows, 
piles of lumber; tool boxes opened and 
ready for tise, activity everywhere, 
and progress in the building. 

My wings came in handy for I had. 
to fly over puddles of water, cement 
blocks, lumber, and a large hole in 
the ground before I located the con- 
struction manager. The hole proved to 
have been dug for an “electric man- 
hole” housing the electric controls for 
the dormitory. It will be 5 x-5 x 8! 

Six “power buggies” weré active on 
the lot; the workers were using these 
power wheel barrows to haul bricks 
and cement up the construction ramps. 
Other mén~ were busy pounding, or 
even driving trucks in and-out of the 
former driveway to the two old dorms, 
the Annex and the Hall. 

The new finished building will be a- 
bout 40 feet high, 225 feet long, and 
80 feet wide. And although just form 
lumber is used in this dormitory, one 
ton of nails, over 25,000- bricks, 8,000 
bags of cement, 60 ton of re-enforc- 
ing steel, 40 ton of structural steel, 
and 20 ton of steel joist are included 
in the inventory of supplies!!

giving Day, a legal holiday in all 
states, territories, and possessions, 

In my snooping, I discovered that 
the origin of this day is attributed to a 
wroup of Pilgrims. These Pilgrims 
tanded in winter and suffered through 
a bleak winter; then in spring, seeds 
were sewn, And in the fall, abundant 
crops were harvested. The Pilgrim 
men went hunting and had good luck; 
then the women prepured a feast of 
rood food in thanks for the bountiful 
harvest. Friendly Indians were the 
Pilgrims’ special guests at this thanks- 
giving feast which lasted one week, 

During the following years, thanks- 
giv meals were held at various 
times of the year in some parts of the 
country, but Governor Bradford took 
the first step toward nationalizing this 
distinctively American tradition. But 
the states still didn’t celebrate this fes- 
tival on the same day. Then a woman 
editer, Mrs. Sarah Hale, wrote “pow- 
erful” editorials advocating the uni- 
formity of the year. She pertuaded 
President Lincoln to issue his Tianks- 
giving Proclamation of 1864. 

Thanksgiving is traditionally ob- 
served by church services, family re- 
unions, dinners, and home festivities. 
But in my snooping, 1 uncovered some 
uncommon customs. An old world cus- 
tom is practiced in many eastern 
states, Children dress in costumes of 
elderscuver their faces with masks, 
parade down streets blowing tin horns 
and solicit money or contributions of 
fruits and vegetables. This Scoteh cus- 
tom was formerly used on New Year's 
Day. 

In the middle of the last century, it] 
was fashionable to dine and then hold} 
country-wide receptions. (Nowadays, 
I suppose hostesses would have to cook 
or else have a Stout grad prepare the 
food for such a large reception.) Other 
former traditions were holding raffles 
of fowl on the eve. And shooting 
matches were also common, 

“Over the river and through the 
woods, to grandmother's house we'll 
go” for a Thanksgiving dinner.

Yet Thanksgiving as an an- 
nual national observance is firm- 
ly established as a custom of the 
New World in the United States 
and Canada. And it was Abra- 
ham Lincoln who, in 1863, form- 
alized Thanksgiving as a regu- 
lar national holiday in the Unit- 
ed States.

Some 28 very busy people from the’ 
state of Wisconsin who make up the 
State College Board of Regents and 11 
college presidents, spent part of 
Thursday and all of Friday meeting 
in the Stout library to study, discuss, 
and attempt to solve the many college 
educational problems, 

The main problem on the ugenda— 
the one on which most of the time was 
spent—was that of housing; more spe- 
cifically, men’s dorms and college un- 
ions. Housing of students is a serious 
problem in many state college towns, 
with .two of. the college presidents 
pointing out that “ithe local residents 
just can’t absorb any more. 

Result of the discussion was the 
authorization by the regents for a two 
package request: $5 million for stu- 
dent housing, and $3% million request 
for student union facilities.

During my snooping I noticed that 
some of ‘Stout’s licensed drivers were 
not being good neighbors; they were 
helping to increase driving accidents!.

Failing to come to a complete halt 
ita stop sign is another fault that I’ve 
noticed among the Stout student driv- 
rs. And even though stop signs are 
absent at some corners, many of you 
do not even look or pause before cros-. 
sing an intersection. I have often 
he ard or, seen screeching brakes, 

rails of rubber tires, and the arguing 
of drivers at corners such as 5th and 
LOth Ave. and 2nd and 10th Ave, Stop 
or at least proceed with caution at 
blind corners! 

Left turns should be signaled. Then 
the turn should be made in an are 
pussing to the left of the center of the 
street immediately to the right of the 
‘enterline.

She 
points out that teachers ' have a res- 
ponsibility for helping pupils develop 
an appreciation for worthwhile TV 
programs, thus crowding ,poorer pro- 
grams off television channels. 

Dean Kirk stresses the fact that, 
because few people watch television 
for the primary purpose of becoming 
educated, any educational TV package 
must be: ‘attractively | ‘presented. Con- 
sequently, Dr. Kirk points out, teach- 
ers. must learn. to direct television 
shows, learn to participate in them, | 
and thus understand the problems and 
resources of studio television presen- 
tations. . ; / 

Toward the close of her article, the 
author offers a number of practical 


tips which stress the importance of 


“showing” an activity, «rather than 
“talking” it.. She also challenges 
home economists to help popularize 
their field through necessary and wor- 
thy promotion directed at pupils, their 
parents and the public in general. 

“And television,” Dr. Kirk concludes, 
“ig an excellent medium with which to 
achieve those worthwhile objectives.”

George F. "Buxton, died recently at St. 
Elizabeth hospital in Lafayette, In- 
diana. He was 77 years of age and had 
been retired as a vocational teacher at 
Purdue university since June, 1948. 

Professor Buxton was dean of in- 
dustrial education at Stout state col- 
lege from 1908 to 3918, when he joined 
the faculty of the University of In- 
diana. C. A. Bowman succeeded Bux- : 
ton as dean. 

After five years as a vocational 
teacher in factory training at Indiana, 
Professor Buxton joined the Purdue 
faculty in 1923. He continued in the 
vocational field at Purdue, first under 
the joint supervision of the division of 


education and engineering extension ~ - 


and later with the division of technical 
extension. ¢ 


Through this work he was familiar 
with practically every industrial plant 
in Indiana. Long recognized as an 
authority in foreman training, Profes- 
sor Buxton devoted his time after, re- 
tirement to writing and to organiz- 
ational work in that field. 


Mrs. Buxton died séveral years ago 
and since that time Mr. Buxton had 
continued his residence in West Lafay- 
ette. Survivors include a daughter, 
Miss Frances Buxton, DeLand, Flor- 
ida, a teacher at Rollins college; a son 
E. B. Buxton, San Gabriel, Calif.; and 
a sister, Mrs. C. E. Boynton, Portland,

The Board of Re- 
gents of the Wisconsin state colleges 
has applied to the Federal Government 
for funds, which, if granted, will be 
used to build student dormitories and 
unions for the 11 state colleges, 

Because of the urgent need for ex- 
tended facilities a list of specifications 
for Stout’s proposed student union was 
drawn up over the 1955 holidays by 
President Fryklund, Dr. Iverson, Dean 
Price, and Mr. Schoepp to enable the 
construction ito proceed immediately, 
upon receipt of the Federal Funds. ~ 
_ The proposed building would resem- 
ble a union already constructed for the 
Milwaukee state college and would 
‘cost an estimated $400,000.00 Its pro- 
visions for recreation wouid include 
one large lounge on the main floor for 
relaxation between classes, a televi- 
sion room which might double fora 
small lounge as well, a reading room 
for leisure time reading, an art craft 
workshop and a faculty lounge equip- 
ped with a snack bar. : 

Appreciation of literature and art 
will be stressed in the cultural arts 
area, a medium-sized room equipped 
with a phonograph and records.’

The best suggestion offered in the 
school year will be awarded a prize. 
The award will be given towards the 


end of the year after eich proposal } 


has been evaluated by Dr. Jarvis, Dr. 
Wiehe, and Mr.:Halfin, the awards 
committee. 

The first award to be offered in the 
program is a portable electric drill, 
donated by the Satterlee Co., Minne- 
apolis, Minnesota.

ARTISTS TO BE 
THE TOPIC OF

Ralson Crawford, one of today’s 
most important “artists, will lecture on 
“The Artist in America” at the March 
21 convocation, His subject deals with 
the artist as a pictorial commentator 
on his experiences in mid-century 


America, as a teacher and as a guard- | 


ian of quality. Mr. Crawford is well 
qualified-to discuss these points. His 
work vibrates with the times; he has 
had considerable teaching experience 
and is disciplined, serious and effect- 
ive in his painting, his lithographs and 
his photographs. 

Mr. Crawford’s first training in art 
was in Los Angles at what is now the 
Los Angles County Art Institute. For 
three years he studied at the Pennsy- 
Ivania Academy of Fine Arts in Phi- 
ladelphia, then a year in Europe where 
he spent a great deal of time in the 
museums to further strengthen the 
forndations on which his art is built. 
To him, Rembrandt and El Greco stand 
at the top of Western artists, but in 
Spain he discovered Goya who is 
equally important to him. 

During World War II, Mr. Crawford 
was in the Army Air Force. One as- 
signment took him to the China- Bur- 
ma- India Theatre which gave him a 
chance to visit Ajanta, Ellora and 
other sites related to India’s great 
past. In 1946 he was an eye-witness to 
Test Able, the detonation of the atomic 
bomb at Bikini. His pictorial comments 
published in Fortune Magazine some 
months later—revealed that he was

Such state- 
ments were made by the girls in Diet 
and’ Disease class after they had eat- 
en a low calorie diet planned according 
to a relatively new pattern developed 
by the Nutrition Department at Mich- 
igan state college. The pattern is mod- 
erate in fat.content allowing for one 
half of the total -calories to be used for 
fat, one to one and % grams of pro- 
tein are allowed for each kilogram of 
body weight, and the remainder of the 
calories are used for carbohydrate. 


Such a diet is satisfying and gives you 


that “full feeling” with fewer calories. 


Eye and taste appeal are very im- = 


portant, and these menus which the * 
girls ate were very colorful and full of 
flavor. ‘ ; 

Breakfast consisted of % chilled 
grapefruit; 2 eggs fried or scrambled 
in 1 tsp. of butter; 1 sli€e of toast; 1 
tsp. butter; Spiess of whole milk; and 
:offee. 

Lunch was made up of fat free bou- 
illion, tomato stuffed with cottage 
cheese, lettuce wedges, broccoli, dill 
pickles; green beans, orange slices 
or % large apple, | glass whole milk, 
and coffee. © 

Dinner consisted of minute steak, 
broiled; spinach with lemon wedges*; 
cauliflower; celery sticks; sour pick- 
les*; D-Zerta*; 1 glass whole milk; and 
coffee. 


*Free Foods—no calories or not en-* 


ough calories to count. D-Zerta is a 
trade name for a gelatin dessert sweet- 
ened with saccarine. 


This daily diet is one of several 
which the girls plan and prepare dur- 
ing the semester for Diet and Disease 
class. The other diets which will be 
dcae are restricted sodium, diabetic, 
and bland. “Learning by doing” is very 
useful as the girls have found out. It 
makes it possible for the student to be- 
come familiar with the specific type of 
diet and it develops in the student an

Practica] application of bent lam- 
inations in wood, once thought a pro- 
cess beyond the seope of school indus- 
trial arts, is being successfully carried 
on us a research project of the Cabin- 
et Making II class of Stout state col- 
lege.

For a number of years industry has 
made great strides in the versatility 
of bent laminations for providing 
pleasing lines ‘in ‘contemporary. furri- 
ture and to achieve strength-not pos- 
sible with solid wood. However, large 
and intricate machines were required, 
whose Cost and bulk were not adapt- 
able to school s 

In working on techniques of bent 
lamination in the graduate school of 
the University of Minnesota, Ernest 
Nelson, supervisor of industrial arts 


shops. 


in- the—public-schools- of Superior, de-_ 


veloped ja technique which, made bent 
laminating practical | for school, pro-’. 
jects. Nelson recently demonstrated 
his findings at a Stout Industrial Arts 
workshop. 

For the bent lamination process in 
wood, thin wood sections are glued 
between .curved—forms. Material pro- 
cessed in this manner not only retains 
the shape’into which it was formed, © 
but also gains in strength. 

In the research endeavors of Stout 
state college, class members first stud- 
ied related technical information ret- 
evant to glues most adaptable for 
lamination, appropriate woods, bend- 
ing pressure, elements regarding heat, 
and problems of drying. 

Since then Dr. Anderson and his ad-' 
vanced woodworking students have 
purstied their research to: the point 
that they have successfully construct- 
ed a chair and water skiis through the 
bent lamination technique. — Students 
designing forms for these projects and 
constructing various parts include 
Marlon Scharf, Gene Beck, Gerald 
Wick, Thomas Kukar, Clifford Ader- 
holdt, Curtis Phillips, and James Sch- 
agenhaft.

Rifai 
spoke on “New Challenges for Amer- 
ican Foreign Policy”, at a special ban- 
quet for the delegates Saturday noon 


The conference was sponsored bj 
the Wisconsin Student Association. 


By putting themselves in the place of 


citizens of other countries, the students 
gained not only an insight into some 
of the cause: of international misun- 
derstanding, but a faith in the possi- 
bility of resolving world conflicts.

art of the monodrama. In a field 
crowded with feminine exponents, he 
is outstanding as a one-man theatre. 


Mr. Corson™has won acclaim from 
critics and audiences alike for his ex- 
ceptional dramatic skill, his impeccable 
diction, and his perceptive interpreta- 
tions. As one critic has expressed it, 
“Mr. Corson’s performance, as well as 
the quality of his writing, is impres- 
sive from the standpoint of attention 
to significant detail and an insight 
into the comic.” 


Mr. Corson’s talents are broad and 
varied. One of the most versatile men 
in the theatre, he is actor, director, 
costume designer, and writer of his 
own dramatic material. Add to these 
a broad educational background and 
his programs have a depth and author- 
ity seldom encountered in dramatic 
artists. :

Stout students will be some of the 
thousands of Wisconsin young people 
in 41 high schools and colleges who 
will have an opportunity to hear form- 
er Olympic runner Glen Cunningham 
discuss “Clean Living and the Race of 
Life” during his 15 day visit in the 
State beginning April 15th.. He will 
speak—at the last-convocation, April 
25th at 10:00. ’ 

Glenn Cunningham entered the U- 
niversity of Kansas in 1930, and com- 
peted in inter-collegiate competition 
for the first time in 1931-32. That year 
he established a new conferance re- 
cord by running the half mile in 1:53.3, 
the mile in 4:14.38. At the National 
Collegiate Meet he set a new mile re- 
cord of 4:11.1, the fastest mile ever 
run to that time in the U. S. In-1933 
he received the Sullivan Award as the 
outstanding amateur: athlete. 

He was Captain of the American 
Track Team touring Europe and the 
Orient in 1933, and in 1936 was select- 
ed by his fellow athletes as the most 
popular member of the Olympic Team 
from the U. S. The University of Kan- 
sas selected him honor man of the 
class of 1934 as outstanding in scholar- 
ship, in student activities, and in ser- 
vice to the school. He holds a B. S. 
Degree from this University; and M. 
A. degree from the University of Iowa 
and earned his Ph. D. at New York

Upon request of the Stoutonia, I will 
take you there by presenting . these 
questions to Carl Spinti and Joe Ja- 
jtner. 


Question: What is it like to be back- 
stage and working with profession- 
al entertainers like the Crew Cuts? 


Answer: It’s a lot of hard, fast work, 
and fun, although it’s not like work- 
ing on a M.A.P. play. Blue Barron 
and the Crew Cuts were one of the 
easiest groups to’ work with, even 
though it was a last minute set up. 
More times than not the entertain- 
ers are more ‘comical backstage than 
when on the stage. 


Question; Is there a reason for’ them 
being more comieal ? 


Answer: I think, they aren’t worried | 
about what they say as to lines, and 
in that way let down their hair. 

Question: How does a program like 
this differ from a M.A.P. play? 

Answer: For a play there are rehedr- 
sals several weeks in adyance, and 
we can get all the lights up and op- 
erating at our leisure. We also have 

~a couple rehearsals with the lights 
and cues, which is a great help. But 
for a lyceum or convocation the en- 
tertainers may not arrive more than 
an hour in advance, and we have to 
set up lights, put cinebex (colored 
filters) on some lights, and learn 
cues in an hour, which is hard and 
fast work. Because of this if the ac- 
tors.want special effects we may be 
setting up the effect while we are 
running the program, which can be 
confusing. We did this for the Crew- 
Cuts. 

Question: Then there isn’t much time 
to talk to the performers? 

Answer: Right, some of the girls may 
have envyed us for being able to 
talk to the Crew Cuts, but we didn’t 
have time and when we did-it was 
to get cues not autographs.

) Eligibility to vote in the November 
elections is based on the following re- 
quirements, to which. all prospective 


voters must comply. The voter must’ 


be 21 years of age, and a citizen of 
the United States. 

«Students who meet these two re- 
quirements must, first of all, be a 
registered voter. A person must regis- 
ter in his home town, or the town in 
which he has established —— 
Residency is determined in these two 
ways: . 
1. If you are a student receiving 
financial aid from your parents, 
and call your parents home town, 
you register in that city. 
2. If you are a student receiving 
no financial aid from your par- 
ents, and call .Menomonie your 
home town, having established 
residency here, then you register 
in Menomonie. This ‘applies par- 
ticularly to married students who 


have broken ties with their home- 


town. 

After registering at your home 
town, the registrant must ask for an 
absentee ballot,which will be mailed to 
him before elections. Then, after fill- 
ing out the ballot, it is again sent to 

» his hometown where the person is reg- 
istered. Out of state students will also 
vote by absentee ballots, following 
the regulations of their states. These 
regulations will be explained at the 
time of registration. « : 

A prospective voter registers in the 
city ‘hall of his town. If that person 
has registered for the primary elec- 
tions; no further re-registration is re- 
. quired. Before registering, the person 
must have spent at least 1 (one) year 
in the state were he is registering, 10 
(ten) days in the county,-and at least 
10 (ten) days in the precinct wherein 
he is registering. 

Students who are’ self-supporting, 
and have no hometown to call their 
own, married or single, may establish 
residency in Menomonie, and register 
and vote here. 

' Some states tequire that a voter 


register within 30 days of the elec-| 


tions.

This’ modest hope of Michael Och- 
uba, Nigerian student attending Stout 
State College, has become the inspir- 
ation for a thousand Stout students 
and many townspeople of Menomonie 
to gather a complete library for his 
Nigerian village of Oba. College, 
church, and community organizations 
of the area are also hard at work to 
provide “Books for Mike.” 

From personal collections, private 
libraries, student - bookshelves, and 
even attics and packing cases, books 
of all types, if in usable condition, ate 
being assembled and catalogued onthe 
Stout campus to become the basis of 
the |free library for Nigeria. 

The people-of Nigeria have no free 
‘)lending or reference, libraries, some- 
thing taken for granted in America. 
english is taught in many Nigerian 
schools, but the .young people have 
little material on which to develop 
their reading skills. With the ever-in- 
creasing number of children in Niger 
ian’ schools, educators of that tiny na- 
tion face a serious problem. Mike O- 
chuba explains that. the problem 
made even more acute by the “lack 
of trained: teachers, technical men, 
and publishing faculities.” 

Oba, Micheal’s “hometown,” is) a 
typical Nigerian community of 13,000 
population spread out over an area of 
25 miles. The “city” actually appears 
more like a-typical American rural 
area. The main occupation of Oba’s 
residents is “subsistence” agriculture 
- -that is, crops raised exclusively for 
home consumption. Oba has none of 
the conveniences that to Americans 
are necessities. : ’ 

One elementary school and one high 
school serve the educational needs of 
the community. Michael describes the 
children of Oba as having “eager 
minds -- eager to learn and read a- 
bout other countries, especially Amer- 
ica.” Yet, there is no library in Oba.

MES. SMITH ATTENDS 
CONFERENCE 


Mrs, Benita G. Smith, Director of 
Stout’s nursery school, recently at- 
tended the conference of the Midwes- 
tern Association of Nursery Educ- 
ation at Cincinnati, Ohio, April 26-28, 
where approximately 400 people dir- 
ectly concerned with the care and 
guidance of the preschool child from 
seven midwest states, Minnesota, 
Towa, Wisconsin, Minois, Michigan, 
India:::, and Ohio, met to discuss and 
share ‘the needs, goals, and experien- 
ces in relation to nursery school ed- 
ucation. 

Opportunity was provided to hear 
leaders in the field, to attend semin- 
ars related to special-interest groups, 
to visit nursery schools while in oper- 
ation in Cincinnati, and t> visit in- 
formally. 

Mrs. Smith attended the seminars 
for college laboratory schools, mean- 
ing nursery schools which serve a 
dual purpose, a learning experience 
for college students as well as pre- 
school children. 

She was very impressed by her visit 
to the children's hospital where one 
section of the first floor was set up to 
ivok like a nursery school, Children 
were brought here upon the recom- 
mendation of the doctors for varying 
lengths of time and for different 

Some were brought in wheel- 
chairs, others on reclining wheel- 
carts, others were able to move about 
freely. The number in the room at 
any one time was limited. It provided 
an atmosphere that suggested work 
and play, health and happiness. A 
playground was also provided just 
outside. No one of the nursery school 
teachers ever supervised more than 
four children at a time. Some child- 
ren, upon their first visit to the cen- 
ter, were brought in when no one else 
was there but themselves and the 
teacher. The doctors recognize the 
importance of mental and emotional 
health for recuperation from an ill- 


ness. 

Dr. Richard Wolf, Head of the De- 
partment of Pediatric Psychiatry of 
the Cincinnati siidren’s Hospital, 
was the speaker at the first general 


meeting.

which was .onger than that of any 
read similar administrator in the na- 
ion. 

Born in Westchester county, New 
York, John Callahan at the age of 
three was brought to Wisconsin when 
his family moved to the Mid-West. He 
began his professional career in the 
rural schools of Pierce county. 

Mr. Callahan then became super- 
vising principal of schools at Glen- 
wood City. He later served as super- 
intendent at New Richmond and Mcn- 
asha. Before being elected to the 
state superintendency, he was direc- 
tor of vocatiunal education in Wiscon- 
sin. 

During his long career in education, 
John Callahan introduced many pro- 
gressive measures into Wisconsin, He 
is perhaps best remembered for his 
efforts to consolidate the over-abun- 
dance of school districts then existing 
in the state, 

Mr. Callahan also sponsored the 
Eqnalization Bill of 1929, often called 
the “Callahan Bill.” He, together 
with B, E. Nelson, emeritus president 
of Stout state college, was one of 
home economics and industrial arta 
Into city school systems of the taate. 

John Callahan was one of the first 
iresidents of the Northeastern Wis- 


United States, Superintendents’ Div- 
ision of the National Education assoc- 
jation; National Vocational associa- 
tion, and Wisconsin Education assoc- 
iation. 

An activity in which John Callahan 
took great interest was the Wiscon- 
sin Anti-Tuberculosis association. He 
had served as president of that or- 
ganization and at the time of his 
death was a member of its Senior 
Council. 

Reviewal for Mr. Callahan was 
held at the Fitch-Lawrence Funeral 
Home in Madison om Friday, with 
Rosary devotions that evening.

THE COLLEGE TOWER 


Every student on campus Is ac- 
quainted with the Stout Tower. It ap- 
pears on stationary, banners, and 
books.

The tower was built the same time 
as Bowman Hall in 1897. It is 140 feet 
high. A bell is ir the tower which) 
weighs 70,00) pounds. 

The motive power of the clock is 15 
pounds compressed air and 110 volts 
of electricity. It moves by a series of 
relays of compressed air and electric- 
ity. The master clock is located in 
Dean Jarvis’e office. There are two 
compressed air tanks in Bowman Hall 
basement and the other storage or 
balance tank is in the tower room in 
8rd floor of Bowman Hall. 

The tower lights are set according 
to the sun set hours. This is checked 
once a week. The lights switch on au- 
tomatically, The lights go out auto- 
matically controlled by the clock.

6. A social fraternity, the Chi Lam- 
bda, was also acknowledged during 
the Board meeting of Tuesday. 

7. School calendar dates will be net 
up under a new rotation system, that 
system to go into effect immediately 
for all sorority and fraternity func- 
tions during the 1966-67 school year.

_ Journalism, as now conducted, has 
been taught at Stout since 1947-48, It 
is a course developed from a text- 
book recitation in its’ first year to the 
present practical arrangement. There 
is an actual 
with the Dunn Co. News. 

And as I snooped over the years, | 
noticed that classes varied in size 
from 5-6. to last semester’s, 33, a re- 
cord enrollment. 

Instead of practice from texts, each 
student must write five news stories 
which are all printed in the Dunn 
Co. News. In addition, I noted that the 
student must cover a’ speech, sports 
story, feature, editorial and a public- 
ity story. uf 

To “get the stories” the students 
interview Menomonie residents, busi- 
nessmen, and others. This last sem- 
ester typical stories - included the cov- 
erage of the city council, Toastmas- 
ters, features on the Dairy Queen, 
and the oldest. resident. 

Some of the reporters I noticed 
were ‘lucky enough to get tickets to 
cover banquet speeches with the com 
pliments of the News and two mem- 
bers of the journalism class were es- 
pecially lucky for they joined the Dunn 
Co. Board of Supervisors in its’ an- 
nugl inspection of the Dunn Co. Hos- 
pital Farm. 

The members of this class also at- 
tended a city council meeting to see 
small city government in action. 

Every week there was a scurry te 
get assignments, some trading a- 
round to get the. features each one 
wanted an the day before news dead- 
line, Stout reporters were seen hurry- 
ing here or typing . up the articles. 
But I thought they all seemed to have 
fun participating in real newspaper 
work.

Placing a stuffed grouse in its natural: habitat is Bob Dahlke, Stout state 
college sophomore, wha -finds. taxidermy an excellent means of relaxation 


from his industrial education curriculum. Bob became ‘interested in the hobby 


poe’ watching his father; a professional taxidermis; 


“When the average college’ student 
is weary of stuffing himself with 
facts, he lies down to rest: But hot 
Bob Dahlke, industrial arts student at 
Stout state college. He just goes-out 
and stuffs someone else! 

The “someone else” in each case is 
a wild ariimal, for Dahlke is é¢ombin- 
ing his college work with the “art” of 
taxidermy. 

Bob, whase home is in. New. Lisbon, 
stuffs animals primarily for  relax- 
ation and enjoyment, spending about 
six hours a weck on taxidermy work. 
Of course this time includes more 
than merely stuffing the animals. be- 
cause he arranges each specimen in a 
suitable—if artificial—habitat. Dah- 
Ike doesn’t sell his specimens, but he 
does give them away as gifts. 

Some of Bob’s prize trophies in- 
clude mounted fish, rabbits, ducks, 
muskrats, pheasants, mink, quail, pig- 
eons, deer: heads, and foxes. Accord- 
ing to. Dahlke, “Completing a trophy 
gives,me as: much satisfaction as ac- 
tually hunting the animal.” 


The time consumed in stuffing var-. 


ies according to the size of the speci- 
men and the way _ in which it is dis- 
played, Dahlke reveals. A pheasant, 
for instance, takes a good day to 
stuff. However, the taxidermist need 
not finish an animal in one day. Spec- 
imens kept wet and cool can be stuff- 
ed to suit the artist’s convenience 
Specimens can also be frozen until the 
proper moment. 

Five major steps are required to 
complete a stuffed trophy: skinning, 
making a form shaped with excelsior, 
inserting wires in place of certain 
bones, sewing yp incisions, and dis- 
playing the completed trophy in its 
natural habitat. 

Bob Dahlke’s handicraft would be 
welcome in any den, cabin, or home. 
His gun rack is made from the hoofs 
and ho#ns of a deer and atttached to a 
wood base. Book ends adorned with ac- 
tual green mallard heads are his lat- 
est endeavor.

DESIGNS AND CONSTRUCTS OUTBOARD BOAT

Tainter comes a trystal clear call, 
“Give her the gas!’ Instantly, an out- 
board boat with a powerful ‘dling mo- 
tor roars to full speed ahead a slack 
rope snaps through the water. ‘shoot- 
ing out a spray as it becomes taut, 
and water skier Dick Johnson jis wa- 
ter borne with a quick, dexterous 
flips of his wrist. : 

Thrilling as it is, the thrill in this 
skiers heart is not just derived from 
being back on skis after a long win- 
ter. It comes rather from a deep pride 
and satisfaction as he feels the stren- 
gth and speed of the 12% foot out- 
board runabout boat on the other end 
of his tow rope which he personally 
designed, constructed, and launched. 

Dick Johnson, a sophomore from 
Virigina, Minnesota, has quietly .dre- 
amed for several months about build- 
ing a boat on his own to supplement 
his hobby of water skiing. Last win- 
ter, after several weeks of intensive 
planning and ‘alteration of boat build- 
ers plans from a copy of Mechanics 
IHustrated, Johnson was ready to ut- 
ilize every minute of free time during 
the five days vacation between semes- 
ters. 

With snow drifting outside, he be- 
gan construction in the underground 
storeroom tunnel area that connects 
the Trades Building to the main Boil- 
er Rooms. Size, and length of time 
needed to complete the boat made it 
necessary to select this obscure place. 

Overall, Dick figures assembly of 
the 12% foot outboard runabout took 
about forty hours besides planning 
time and he says its costs ran around 
sixty five dollars for materials. The 
boat has a half deck of mahogany ply- 
wood and this wood has been used for 


, decking. Two upholstered seats cov- 


ered with a water resistant black 
plastic covering trimmed in white 
give the boat a smooth riding quality 
even in choppy water. A remote con- 
trol stearing unit located in the front 
seat operates five rudér fins to in- 
sure positive manuverability. Located 
there also are the gear and speéd con- 
trols for the big Mercury Mark 20, 
twenty horse outboard motor which 
Dick bought to power the boat. This 
motor’ has a special prop designed to 
give greater power for water- skiing. 

Johnson received encouragement on 
the job from several sources. Mr. K. 
T. Olsen, head: df the Carpentry De- 
partment, advanced this learning pro- 
ject: by allowing Dick to use several

1916 EXERCISES 
DEDICATE NEW 
AUDITORIUM 


Nearly 40 years ago, on Thursday, 
June 1, 1916, the auditorium of Stout 
state college was dedicated at com- 
mencement exercises for the 233 mem- 
bers of the class of 1916. : 

And the first person to receive his 
diploma— because he was the tallest 
of the graduates— was Verne C. Fryk- 
lund. then a graduate in Stout’s course 
in “Manual Training,” now president 
of Stout state college. 

Dedication of the auditorium was a 
big event in the lives of Menomonie 
residents of that day. The previous 
Tuesday the public had “inspected” 
the new facilities at a “performance 
of 100' voices in a choral concert.” 

, But the dedication itself was reserv- 
ed for June .1, when a capatity crowd 
saw Dr. Fryklund and his clags receive 
their diplomas. Prior to commence- 
ment, the “Dunn County News” had 
praised the safety of the auditorium, 
stressing its brick wall construction 
and the many exits which had been 
providede. 

All scenery was in place for the 
commencement exercises, the “News” 
pointed out, installed by Sossmon ana 
Landis, a firm which had, 26 years 
earlier, fitted out the stage of the 
Mabel Tainter Memorial theatre. 

, Graduating in the 1916 class were 
126 women in “domestic science,” 51 
men in “manual training,” 5 men from 
the plumbing trade school, 38 August 
graduates in domestic science, and 13 
August graduates in manual training, 
certainly a good-sized college gradn- 
ation group. 

The commencement exercises them- 
selves were impressive. The Rev. Ar- 
thur Dinsdale pronounced the invoca- 
tion. Then, with interspersed selections 
by the college string orchestra, a pro- 


gram of demonstrations and illustra- |- 


ted lectures by students of the college 
provided the hasis of the program. 

O. I. Dhein and D. D. McIntosh first 
demonstrated “Welding and Cutting 
by the Oxy-Acetylene Process.” Miss 
Ethel] Feldkirchner followed with her 
illustrated lecture on “The Feeding of 
the Family.” Miss Beatrice Bruce con- 
cluded the student presentations with 
an illustrated talk on “Costume De- 
sign.” ' 

President Harvey closed ‘the exer- 
cises with a message to the seniors, 
He warned them that no matter how 
good the training they had received 
at Stout, it was the personal respon- 
sibility of each senior to make a 
while and honest use of that 
training. 

So, the “new” auditorium of Stout 
atate college was used for its first col- 
lege function: on June 1, 1916. And Dr. 
Verne C. Fryklund, the man who will 
award degrees to

But not Corydon L. Rich, teacher of 
physics and mathematics for 25 years 
at Stout state college. He is leaving 


‘teaching for a third career—this time 


in life insurance. | 

Rich regards his “first” career” as 
13 years dedicated to the butter  in- 
dustry in eastern Wisconsin. He evid- 
enced a definite knack for’ this kind 
of work, directing the production of 
800,000 lbs. of butter per year at his 
peak and outselling all competition in 
the Oshkosh area. 

As his second—and present—career, 
Rich has been teaching at Stout since 
1931. In 1943,-he was granted a leave 
of absence to teach physics in the 
A.S.T.P.. program of the University of 
Wyoming. He took a second leave of 
absence in 1945 for further graduate 
study at the University of Minnesota. 

At that time he asked Burton E. 


‘| Nelson, then president of Stout, what 


courses he should take and Nelson 
replied, “Take anything that will.help | ¢ 
you as a teacher.” “So,” Rich adds 
with a twinkle, “What could be more 
useful than more courses in physics.” 

One highlight of Professor Rich’s 
career at Stout was his award of a 
“Doctor's Degree in Absentminded- 
ness” by the college faculty during a 
recent party in his honor. “I guess ab- 
sentmindedness is the occupational 
hazard of teaching,” Rich adimts, “I 
certainly qualify.” - 5 

But in looking back on a quarter of 
a'century of teaching at Stout, “C. L.” 


chosen for a|also has his seriaus recollections. “I’ve 


enjoyed the wonderful relationship be- 
tween faculty and students at the col- 
lege,”’ he is quick to point out, “for 
everyone has, been exceedingly kind 
and courteous.

Stout state college Bulletin for 1956- 
58 moves from the bindery room to 
the President’s office for distribution. 

As stuted in the front of the bulletin, 
the 13,500 copies were “printed by 
students on the presses of the Stout 
Collere Press at Menomonie, Wiscon- 
sin.” 

' Although the students engaged in 
producing the book were paid a wage, 
they have also gained valuable exper- 
ience in production printing similar to 
that of printing industry in that they 
met deadlines, quality standards, and 
expense budgrets. ‘ 

Mr. Whydotski, head of the printing 
depurtment, directed‘all phases of the 
production and was: the liaison be- 
tween the print shop andthe Catalog 
and Publications Committee, who have 
prepared the copy. 

Dr. Marshall and Dr. Adams wrote, 
edited and proof read the 40,000 words 
that went into the bulletin. 

The bulletin-began as an idea in the 
form of a “dummy’ which is a rough

Between the four of them, 131,000

‘printer, but it means that a*key on! 
the keyboard of the Intertype machine | 
was struck approximately 300,000 
times. . 

In terms of lead, the 131,000 Ems 
equals 4,934 slugs that measure 25 
picas long which is about 412”. 

The galleys of set type matter were 
then “proofed” and sent to the proof 
readers for correction. The corrected 
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ealleys were then sent to the compos- 
ition room were Bob Treise made up 
the forms, added heads, leading the 
lines, and doing all sort of wei¥d-teicks 
of Typography. 

The completed forms were then im- 
posed and locked in the chases, Jerry 
Scheman’ky handling the chases for 
the new Miehle Verticle and “Bob 
Treise the chases for the Kelly press. 

By working in close cooperation, 
Bob and Jerry have been able to set 
up their presses so that a sheet print- 
ed on one side in one press can be 
“backed up” or printed on the reverse 
side in the other press dnd still main- 
tain resister although the two-presses 
are very disimilar in their operations. 

The distance from the composing 
room to the two presses is just a mat- 
ter of about 25 to 30 feet. But in walk- 
ine that distance for each change of 
the presses, Bob and Jerry have car- 
ried a total of 2,584 pounds of leac 
Not counted in the weight is the 
heavy round trip with the chase which 
means a lond of a'most 100 pounds. 

8.640 pounds of paper were fed 
‘hrough the presses in producing the 
new bulletin. The paper, Ibsen Book, 
was choser for its printability and 
for its weight. A book that is so often 
mailed, as is the bulletin, must be 
lirht weight or the postage would be 
prohibitive.
